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1 . Applicants did not respond to the objection to the specification concerning pages 1, lines 
5 and 9. Also, with respect to the proposed amendment to the paragraph beginning at page 6, 
line 24, the examiner does not understand the significance of the underlined dash after "SEQ. ID 
No. 2". Assuming that Applicants are trying to delete the underlining mark which occurs in the 
original specification, the examiner recommends the use of double brackets as set forth in 37 
CFR1.121(b)(l)(ii). 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed February 3, 2005 has been approved, and overcomes the 
obviousness-type double patenting rejections set forth in sections 5-7 of the final Office action. 

3. The proposed amendment to claims 6 and 7 would have overcome the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, set forth in the final Office action. However, the proposed 
amendment would result in issues of double patenting under 35 U.S.C. 101. Proposed claim 6 is 
identical in scope with claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,740,638, and proposed claims 7-9 and 1 1 are 
identical in scope with claims 6-8 and 10 of U.S. Patent No. 6,369,033.
